Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed on March 3 , 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-6 and 8-21 , the prior art or record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest at least a card receiving device for completely and 
automatically drawing a card into the card receiving device, the device comprising: a clamping 
unit arranged for fixation to the card; 

a first gear mechanism and a second gear mechanism; and 

at least one drive arranged to drive the first and second gear mechanisms thereby 
transporting the clamping unit into the card receiving device; 

wherein the first gear mechanism and the second gear mechanism are each at least 
temporarily driven by the at least one drive, the first and second gear mechanisms being 
kinetically coupleable to the clamping unit, the first gear mechanism is being kinetically coupled 
to the clamping unit in a first transportation phase, and the second gear mechanism being 
kinetically coupled to the clamping unit in a second transportation phase.
